on

pleaded 
g u ilty 
before 
Ju d g e K unkel. 
in D auphin C ounty 
C o u rt.and was given a sentence in the 
eastern p en iten tiary of not less th an 
six m onths nor m ore th an th ree years. 


E. E. Beld lem an, B ow ers’ attorney, 
disclosed th e fact th at the young m an 
had been re p e lle n t and the day afte r 
the th eft sent the money to his fath er 
iii B ig lerv ille. 
ilia fath er h u rried to 
H arrisburg, m ade up a deficiency of 
$195 th a t Bowers had spent 
and 
told 
his s<io to retu rn it. He told his fath er 
he had returned it, h ut insteatl took it 
to a Mr 
Lapser’*. 
W hen counted it 
was $220 short. 
Bower* could not ac- 
count for the $220. 
In imjioMng sen ­ 
tence the court sa id : “ Bower* was re ­ 
p e n te d as is show n by his confiding in 
his father, and th is is so m eth in g in 
his favor. 
It is a first offense, hu t it 
cannot lie overlooked. 
W e have had 
a num ber of eases of sim ila r sort la te ­ 
ly, hut the oth er offenders were y o u n g ­ 
er. 
“ T he recent leg islatu re ha* advised 
the use of the 
probationary system . 
Tile co u rt had th a t power previous to 
the leg islatu re s aet and the only use 
of th e act ha* been to advertise the 
fact th a t first offenders may escape the 
penalty of th e ir crim es. 
“ The certain ty of p u n ish m e n t is a 
great 
preventive of 
cr iine. 
T his 
act is a notification to the first offen­ 
der th at he m ay get o u t on 
proliation 
and encourages them in crim e. **

Says Burden of Accidents Should 
Not Be Borne by Workmen.

Ko leration. held at the Hotel Astor. 
TI* *ir addresses were upon the gen­ 
eral topic of wage earners’ insurance 
and employers* liability, which held 
discussion during all of the first ses­ 
sion of the two days* conference. 
Be?ides the two labor leaders ra p 
resent stive 
business men from all 
parts of th e country and abroad de­ 
ll vered 
addressee 
upon the various 
phases of the question set for discus­ 
sion. There were more than a hun­ 
dred representatives of the federation 
present at the conference. 
Go rn per* Speaks. 
President Gompers spoke on the 
topic, “Should Industry Bear the Bur- 
d» n Incident to Industrial Accidents?*’ 
fie spoke briefly and without manu- 
*<*r!pt. 
“The question of w hether industry 
should bear the risks of accidents or 
whether society should bear the bur 
d ii is uot so im portant as that the 
burdon should not he borne by the 
injured workman or his family,” said 
Mr rom pers. “People speak of the 
burd ens upon the employer as if the 
employer paid out of his own pocket 
liabilities arising from accidents. As a 
m atter of fact. he figures in the cos' of 
such accidents when he is m aking out j 
bids for his contract or fixing the 
pri- 
of his products. Just as he in 
eludes th e cost of the raw m aterials, 
the machinery and the expense of op 
f a t in g his plant.** 
The speaker continued to state the 
difficulty of fram ing proper legislation 
on the subject of employers* liability. 
h»<-nn«e. as he said, however such 
legislation may be framed the const!- 
lawyers are able to find flaws 
'n It. Who. then, was to bear the bur 
don? of th e men who are killed and 
maimed In factories? he asked. Society 
made no provision against such con 
ftngency. and there were Inadequate 
laws fixing the responsibility upon the 
employers. 
Wants Law to Safeguard. 
Mr Mitchell blamed the present day 
tendency toward 
high pressure in 
m anufactures for the prevalence of 
accidents to operatives 
“It is far more im portant to have a 
law' th at will safeguard workmen from 
act id. r.ts than to have one providing 
for th "dr recompense after they have 
been burt.” ho said. “Under the pres­ 
ent s} ^tem it appears to be cheaper to 
the employer to kill men than to pro­ 
tect 'hem . The roster of men hurt in 
vail 
s industries is larger in this 
rour* ry than in any other. The very 
circum stances under which the men 
wrrk r om pols them to he careless. II 
they Ao not work under the very high­ 
est pressure they are displaced by men 
who will and who are willing to take 
'he rlfks for the wages that are in i t 
They are not given time to be careful 
of their own safety. Under these cir­ 
cum stances no liability law will avail 
unless adequate 
precautions against 
the Injury of the workmen are first 
provided.” 
In opening the session. Seth Low, 
president of the National Civic Feder­ 
ation called attention to the fact that 
since the panic of two years ago the 
country has been singularly free of 
labor troubles due to an attem pt on 
th« part of the employers to reduce 
wages.

Jshn D. Archbald Declares It Is Re­ 
garded by Business Men se a Bad 
Law, and lf Carried Out to the Let­ 
ter Would Dissolve the Principal 
Corps rations of tbs Country. 


New York, Nor. 23.—“The men be­ 
hind the big copper m erger are up., tit­ 
ling to keep their courage up,” wag 
the comment of a lawyer who Is rep- 
1 escoting one of the parties to the 
proposed combination. 
The p ro je c to r of the m erger de­ 
clared with apparent confidence that 
the negotiations would not be affected 
by the circuit court decision in the 
Standard OU case, but this lawyer ex­ 
pressed doubt if the deal could be 
put through now. 
The copper folks w eren’t the only 
ones who were whistling for courage. 
There was hardly a big corporation 
down town but had Its lawyers at 
work on this Standard OU decision. 
They wanted opinions right away as to 
the scope and the probable effect of 
the decision. 
Few lawyers made any attem pt to 
belittle the Importance of the decis­ 
ion. if sustained. Some of them were 
of the opinion that mighty few of the 
big corporations of the country would 
lie able to pass m uster before the prin 
dples laid down In the decision.

seemed confident that the decision 
would lead to a proper am endm ent o f 1 
the 
Sherm an 
a n titru st 
law 
dlstln 1 
relishing 
reasonable from unreason- \ 
able restraints of trade, and that there 
would be no attem pt on the part of 
the federal government to apply the 
derision radically. 
John D. Archbold, vice president of 
the Standard Oil company and Its 
active head, said he believed the d e 
Halon would hasten an am endment to 
the Sherm an anti trust law. 
Says Law la Too Drastic. 
“The Sherm an anti trust law.” said 
he. “I* generally regarded by business 
men a s a bad law I think that tho of 1 
(totals at W ashington are now coming 
I to the conclusion that It is too drastic, i 


I and even Mr. Roosevelt himself shares 
that opinion.” 
Mr. Archbold added that the decis- 
| ion of the circuit court, lf carried out 
; to the letter, would form the basis for 
the dissolution of not only the p r i o r i 
pal Industrial corporations of the coun 
try. but would also restrain business 
by copartnerships. 
The Standard Oil vice president said 
(hat the company was desirous of hav j 
lug the case decided by the United 
States suprem e court at the e a rlie st, 
possible moment. They wanted to find 
oat as soon as possible, he said. Just 
what sort of business methods It would 
be pormt«»lble to follow, and also to 
arrange Its affairs In epmpllance with 
the rules laid down by the court.

Oil 
company 
has 
thirty days in which to file ita appeal. 
and It was said that the company will 
take Its full time. 
M. F Elliott, gen­ 
e r a counsel for the company, said: 
“The Standard Of! company Is glad

CO-OPERATIVE B R E E D IN G . 
Professor R. 8. Shaw* of the Michi­ 
gan Agricultural college Is the orig­ 
inator of a plan for co-operative breed 
log In dairy cattle th at gives promise 
of being of real value to those sections 
where It Is followed. 
The plan In 
brief Is as follows: A community con­ 
trolling about 120 cows Is organized 
Into a co-operative breeding a sam* la 
(Ion. 
This uuinlvor of cows are til*, id 
ed as nearly as possible Into three 
groups of equal number. It being im 
m aterial Just how many cows the In­ 
dividual farm er may have. A briss! is 
then selec ted which Is most In favor 
In the neighborhood and three register­ 
ed sires purchased, one being placed 
with each block of forty cows. 
Th* 
first cost, as well as the cost of keeping 
the bulls is divided among tin* mein 
bere of the association on the basis of 
the num ber of cows owned by each 
At the end of the two year perk'd In 
order to avoid inbreeding, the bulls 
are transferred to other blocks and at 
the end of the second jieriod trans­ 
ferred again, an arrangem ent which 
makes it possible to keep nil t!ir.<* 
balls In the neighboring*! six year. 
w ithout 
Inbreeding. 
This 
arrange 
ment makes It possible to keep a sire 
of known m erit during his best years. 
a plan that is seldom carried out tinder 
the present System of entirely indl 
vldual management. 
Besides this. Ute 
new plan tends to create a community 
Interest in a single breed and 
e> 
a much better m arket for buyers who 
wish to purchase dairy cows * f a 
single breed in considerable numbers 
W hile the plan has not been worked 
out as yet for a full six year p«*ri«*l 
Its advantages are so apparent that 
It might well be adopted In any sfrf t- 
If dairy section.

H E dairy barn may be either 
part of the general farm barn 
or a separate building. 
In the 
form er case the part of the 
baru where the cows are kept should 
be partitioned off from the rest to keep 
out dirt and odors. 
There should be 
plenty of lig h t An occasional coat of 
w hitewash will make the barn lighter 
and cleaner. W here there are two par­ 
allel rows of cows they should face 
outw ard. In this way the m anure will 
be kept at the center of the baru in­ 
stead of being splashed aloug the

The cows can be run in and out 
handier and lie milked more conven­ 
iently. 
The 
manure eau be c*asily 
cleaned out with a wheelbarrow or an 
overhead 
litter carrier. 
The 
floors 
should preferably be made of cement, 
with fairly deep, wide gutters of Re­ 
sume 
material. 
Plenty 
of bedding 
should be used to soak up the liquid 
manure. 
Ventilation. 
P ro v isio n fo r some sort of ventila­ 
tion should Im* made. The plan of hav­ 
ing th e w indow s placed high and so 
a rra n g e d that they swing in at the top 
provides good ventilation, especially ll 
th e re a re w indow s on Im db sides. T ri­ 
a n g u la r pieces of board at the sides of 
th e windows prevent d rafts and cause 
th e a ir to Im* forced upw ard to w a rd th* 
ceiling, where It is distributed ail o f et 
th e room . The King system of v eu tila 
lion w orks well where the burn is 
tig h t. 
F lu e s for im pure air open at 
the floors an d extend up to cu p u las in 
th e roof. The pure air flues o|m*i» uea; 
th e g ro u n d o u tsid e and at the top 01 
th e room inside. 
This secures a con 
s ta u t circ u latio n of air without drafts 
In a frame b aru these flues can b* 
made by boxing in the sj>ace betw een 
two studdings. 
lr* ii swing stanchions cost very little 
more than the old fashioned wooden 
ones and are a great deal mon* con 
venieiit and durable. 
The m angers 
may be made of cement, in w hich can* 
they may Im* used for watering the 
cows in extremely cold w*eatber. 
ll 
the farm Is p ro v id e w ith some sort of 
w ater system a pipe can be laid to 
one end of the manger, so th at water 
will be constantly ou tap either for 
flushing out the manger or watering 
the cows. 
W ith a short piece of hose 
tho floors and gutters can be flooded 
occasionally and thus kept clean aud 
free from bad odors. 
Both the floor 
and gutters should have sufficient slope 
to carry the w ater off. 
W here the cows are watered from a 
tank, as they will be most of the time, 
some means of heating the w ater 
should be provides!, 
lf the cow has to 
heat it herself it is w ith corn as fuel, 
instead of with cobs, as where a tank 
heater is used, 
lf the tank is banked 
and covered, a little fire every morning 
will keep the w ater at a comfortable 
tem perature. 
The dairy cows should receive salt 
regularly. 
It is necessary to the proc­ 
ess of digestion aud causes nu in­ 
creased milk flow. A self feed covered 
salt box somewhere in the yard will 
provide a constant supply of salt w ith­ 
out waste 
Care should be taken not 
to let the box get empty, and if it 
should hapi»en so the cows should be 
gradually accustomed to salt again be­ 
fore they are given all they will eat. 


Regularity In M ilking and Feeding. 
Regularity in milking and feeding is 
essential. 
Irregular milking always 
reduces the yield. 
Be sure to milk 
thoroughly, manipulating the udder to 
be sure that all the milk Is withdrawn. 
Nothing will cause a cow to dry up 
more quickly than leaving a little milk 
in the udder each time. 
Tin* udder 
should !>e wiped with a dam p cloth 
before milking to remove dust aud 
dirt.

milking, especially lf silage, turnips or 
other strong smelling feeds are used. 
If fed at this time there is little dan­ 
ger of tainting the milk. 
The heifers should be milked for as 
long a time as possible during their 
first milking period. 
If they are al­ 
lowed te go dry after five months or 
so they will never prove profitable 
dairy animala. 
It la the cow that 
keeps up a good milk flow ten or 
eleven months of the year that adds 
to the dairyman’s profits. 
Kindness is an essentia! point In 
handling dairy cows. 
Any unneces­ 
sary roughness causes the cow to hold 
up her milk and reduces the profits. 
Feeding. 
For three days before and three days 
after calving there Is no better ration 
for the dairy cow than a m ash of two 
pounds of bran and one pound of oii- 
meal, fed twice a day. 
Do not be in 
too big a hurry to get the cows on 
full feed after calving. 
The ration 
should be increased gradually and 
slowly from five to six pounds daily 
to all the cows can profitably use. An 
increase of half a pound every alter­ 
nate day is sufficient. 
This increase 
should be kept up as long as the milk 
flow continues to get larger. 
W hen 
the point is reached where increases in 
feed do not produce corresponding in­ 
creases in milk flow the feed should 
be gradually decreased again. 
The 
first few pounds decrease will not af­ 
fect the milk flow. 
W hen the point 
is n-ariled where a further decrease in 
feed causes a lessened milk flow the 
most profitable ration for th a t partic­ 
ular cow has been determ ined. 
It 
takes a little extra work to do this 
weighing, but after the best sized ra­ 
tion for each cow has been determ ined 
the approxim ately correct am ount can 
be measured out each tim e w ith little 
trouble. 
It pays to feed tho cow all 
she can use profitably. It costs Just so 
much to keep her anyw ay, and all 
the feed that she can use to ad­ 
vantage over th at am ount adds to the 
profits. 
During the sum m er the feeding prob­ 
lem is a simple one. 
W ith plenty of 
good 
pasture, supplem ented in dry 
times by some forage crop and some 
s o r t of protection from flies, the milk 
flow will be kept up to a profitable 
standard. 
In the absence of forage 
croi*s silage can be profitably substi­ 
tuted. 
It is iu w iuter that the highest prices 
for dairy products are secured, and if 
the cows freshen in the fall the main 
part of the year’s product will come at 
this season. 
The problem of w inter 
f**eding is one of the most im portant 
with which the dairym an has to d eal 
If you have plenty of good clover or 
alfalfa hay and silage the problem is 
mon* than half solved. From thirty to 
forty five pounds of silage and ten to 
tw enty pounds of clover hay a day 
will make up the bulk of the roughage 
needed. A rack in the yard filled with 
corn folder or oat straw will add vari­ 
ety to the ration. 
Where silage can­ 
ts *t be obtained a plentiful supply of 
pumpkins, squashes, turnips or m an­ 
gels should be at hand to supply the 
succulent part of the ration. 
W ithout 
some such feed the cows will not do 
their best. 


M ixin g tbs Rations. 
Although dairy cows can bandle 
large am ounts of rough feed, they 
need eousklerable grain in addition 
dtiriug the winter. 
Corn, because of 
its cheapness and high feeding value, 
will generally form the basis of the 
grain rations. 
Because of its high 
percentage of carbohydrates and fat 
some feed rich In protein should be 
fed with the corn. Oats are good, but 
they 
h a v e only enough 
protein to 
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make a balanced ration in themselves, 
and in addition they are generally too 
expensive to be fed in large am ounts 
Bran is one of the best of supple­ 
mentary f**eds when it can be obtain­ 
ed at fair prices. A little oil meal, not 
over two pounds a day, has * laxative 
tendency and tends to keep the cows 
healthy. Cottonseed meal is used con­ 
siderably in the south. 
It not only 
balances the corn, but also gives hard­ 
ness to the butter, so th at it will not 
melt so easily. 
Gluten feed is usually 
a cheap source of protein, but is con­ 
stipating if fed in large quantities.
